EARTHQUAKE AND VOLCANO 


Theory Suggested by the Eruption of 
Mauna Loa Mourtain in the Ha- 
waiian Islands. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISOO, July “4.—The coinci- 
dence of the recent eruption of Mauna Loa, 
on the Island of Hawaii, and the series of 
earthquake shocks throughout Southern 
California, has inclined scientists to the be- 
lief that there is a subterranean connection 
of fire under the sea between the western 
coast of America and the islands. 

Following the eruption of Mauna Loa the 
Pacific Line steamer Australia encountered 
when seven days out from Honolulu, a tre- 
mendous tidal wave coming from the direc- 
tion of the islands. Those who were on 
board the Australia fear that the next ves- 
sel from the islands will bring news of the 
entire obliteration of Mauna Loa, andper- 
haps of the island on which the volcano is 
situated. 

Saturday's earthquake in all the region of 
Southern California, south of Tehachapi 
Mountains, was the most severe ever exper- 
ienced in that section. On Friday there 
was a series of shocks, Dut they were not 
so sharp as those of Saturday, when the 
rocking of the earth lasted 90 seconds.

A Leader of the Cpposition Says the 
Bishop’s Words Will Have No 
Effect Uniess He Appoints 
an Irish Priest. 


Bishop John Janssen of the Belleville dio- 
cese has served notice on the parishioners 
of St. Patrick’s Church in East St. Louis 
that the opposition to Father Cluse as their 
pastor must cease. 

In a decree, promulgated Saturday and 
read in the altar at St. Mary’s Church by 
Father Harkins Sunday morning the bishop 
intimates that unless the parishioners yield 
steps will be taken soon to excommunicate 
all who have proved rebellious. The bishop, 
it is said, has advised some of his church 
friends that the letter promulgated yester- 
day is the last message he wil) read to the 
parishioners vf St. Patrick's.

The text of the letter is as follows: 

To the Parishioners of St. Patrick's Church 
Fast St. Louis: : 
My Dear Children: To my siucerest grief, to 

the most deplorable detriment of immortal 

souls, to the utmost seandal and acorn of our 

Holy Catholic religion, the epen rebellion orig- 

inated in your midst against the lawful eccle- 

Siastical authority is contumaciously upheld, 

Washington, One of the leaders in the “re. 
bellion,”’’ said: 

The representative of our Holy Father, the 
Pope, the most reverend Archbishop Sebastian 
Martinelli, spostolic delegate at Washington, 
bas most affectionately intreated all the lead- 
ers and abdettors of the rebellion to return to 
their better senses and yield to the wishes of 
their Bisbop, but so far this fatherly advice 
has not been followed. Now, once more, I 
warn and beg the rebellious members of St. 
Patrick's Church, East St. Louis. to consider 
thetr own welfare and to submit to lawful 
ecclesiastical authority. From all my heart I 
eutreat you +0 spare me the painful necessity 
of inflicting on the guilty ones the severe pun- 


ishment of the church.

THIS SUMMER 1S NOT COOL 


Weather Forecaster Hyatt’s Records 
Show the Season’s Temperature 
Has Been Far Abcve Normal. 


Despite the fact that the opinion has 
heen generally expressed that this has been 
a remarkably cool summer, Dr. Hyatt 
shows by the record that the temperature 


for May, June and July has aggregated 148 
degrees above normal. The normal is based 
on an average of the temperature of those 
months during a quarter of a century. 

May was 92 degrees above the normal, 
June was 63 above, while July, up to date, 
is 7 degrees below the normal. These fig- 
ures will surprise most persons who have 
entertained the belief that the summer 
has been cool. 

Dr. Hyatt promises fair weather to-night 
and Tuesday, with a fall in temperature. 

His weather map shows that St. Louis is 
on the edge of a-low which covers Southern 
Arkansas, part of Texas, nearly 
all of Louisiana and part of Illinois. Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi and Kansas. Another 
low hangs over the British Northwest Ter- 
ritory north of the Dakotas. The highs are 
over the North Pacific Coast and the North 
Atlantic Coast. Our low is not so very low, 
however, the barometer showing 29.9. 

Sunday’s rain was mostly confined to 
North St. Louls and the suburbs. The rain- 
fall was very heavy, and caught the pleas- 
ure seekers returning from the summer 
gardens and the ba!l game. Little rain fell 
downtown and in South St. Louts. 

Another unusually heavy rain fell Mon- 
day morning. The precipitation before noon 
was 1.12 inches at the Federal] Building.

HIS WIFE IS AGAINST HIM. 


CHLOROFORM SAID TO HAVE 
BEEN USED ON MABEL HOUCK. 


She Is Fifteen Years of Age and Has: 


Complained to,the Authorities— 
A Drive With Officers Be- 
fore Daylight. 


August Yoch, son of Mrs. Teckla Yoch, a 
wealthy widow living at 309 South Iliinvis 
street in Belleville, was arrested at his 
mother’s home Sunday afternoon on the 
charge of assaulting Miss Mabel Houck, the 
15-year-old daughter of Charles Houck of 
6 East Broadway, East St. Louls. 

The arrest was made by Constable Walm- 
sley of East St. Louis on a warrant from 
Justice Oehler’s court. 

The constable remained at the Yoch 
home with his prisoner unfil time to drive 
to Justice Oehler’s home on the Rock road. 
in the extreme eastern limits of Bast St. 
Louis, before daylight Monday morning, 
accompanied by the distressed mother, who 
signed a bond for $1000 for the appearance 
of August next Thursday for examination 
before the Justice. 

The warrant has two counts. 

Yoch has a wife and a 6-months-old son 
son living on North Third street, East St. 
Louis, but a few feet from the rear en- 


trance to the Houck home. 

Mrs. Yoch was formerly Miss Mary Hig- 
s‘er, and is quite pretty. She says her hug- 
band left her at her mother’s home, where 
they had been living since they were maf- 
ried, three years ago, and went to hjs 
mother’s five weeks ago. She has seq@n 
him but once in that time, she says. 

“He has never given me an explanati 
for his conduct,”’ said the young wife. “ 
threatened to kill me on several occasiors 
and when I saw him two weeks ago 
wanted me to leave Hast St. Louis wit 
him. I was afraid of him and wouldnit 
go. Since he left me the Houck girl, w 
is a friend of our family, told my mothé¢r 
what had happened. 

“August and I were married in St. Pat- 
rick’s Church, but I will never live with 
nim again. He has never given me one 
penny since we were wed.” 

Miss Houck says Yoch followed her home 
one night in December, 1898, from his moth- 
er-in-law’s, and as she (Miss Houck) went 
up. a_rear stairWay, she says, Yeeh placed. 
a handkerchief over her mouth and threw 
her down. 

“I am sure the handkerchief was sat- 
urated with chloroform,” said the girl, wh 
is attractive and above the average in i 
tellect. ‘‘When'I recovered my senses sev- 
eral hours afterward. I was lying on th 
floor in my room and the man was gong. 
Yoch had insulted me several times b 
fore that. and I was afraid of him. Sine 
that occurrence he has told me ff I ev 
told any one he would kill me. Since h 
left his wife I resolved that 
liver him into the hands of the law an 
ask for protection,”’ said the girl. 

Yoch is 2% years old. Heisa nephew 
Bernard Yoch, the deceased president o 
the Southern Illinois National Bank in Ea 
St. Louis and son of Augustus Yoch, Sri, 
the inventor of the Yoch Mining machine. | 

Hi!s wife is the eldest daughter of Maurice 
Tissier, deceased, a former East Side jour- 
nalist and for a long time City Attorney 
of East St. Louis. 

Miss Houck has reta'ned Alexander Flan+- 
nigan to prosecute her charges. It is un- 
derstood Yoch has secured legal counsel in 
Belleville, and will fight the case in the 
courts. 

Mrs. Tissier, his mother-in-law, is ar 
ranging preliminaries, she says, to su 
Yoch for the board of himself and wif 
for 26 months. 

Yoch and his mother are said to hav 
returned to Belleville before daylight, ane

WAR SECRETARY 


The Position Which Root May 
Soon Occupy. 


MEETS PRESIDENT TO-NIGHT. 


AT THIS CONFERENCE THE NEW 
POLICY WILL BE DISCUSSED. 


The Imperial Idea Necessitates a De- 
parture From All Methods and 
the Creation of a New 
Cabinet Position. 


a 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—Elihu Root, the 
new Secretary of War, will spend his first 
evening at the White House as the guest 
of the President to-night. He -will dine 
with the President and will spend the re- 
mainder of the evening in discussing with 
him probably some members of the Cabinet 
the important duties which will devolve on 
him es the new head of the War Depart- 
ment. 

It is not improbable that the near future 
will see Mr. Root in the position of 
Colonial Secretary and a new man at the 
head of the War Department. 

The entire colonial policy will doubtless 
be gone over at this conference, but Cuba, 


get 


contrary to expectations, will probably re- 


ceive more attention than the war in the 
Philippines. Of course, Mr. Root will have 
a voice in all matters reiating to the con- 
duct of the war, but the Pres:dent desires 
him to give particular attention to the 
many complicated legal questions involved 
in the change from the military to the 
civil control of the dependencies. The 
President will continue to give close per- 
sonal attention, with the assistance of Ad- 
jutant-General Corbin, to the purely milili- 
lary work connected with the campaign in 
the Philippines. 

The question of the future of Cuba will 
receive the immediate attention of Mr. 
Root. The President considers that the 
time has come for doing something in the 
direction of establishing a civil and in- 
dependént government in Cuba. He wants 
to have a policy well defined so that he 
will be able to tell Congress in his forth- 
coming annual report what the future atti- 
tude of this country toward Cuba should be. 
lie had an interview yesterday with Gen. 
Charles Garcia, son of the old general, in 
regard to the question of holding conven- 
tions for the elections in Cuba prelimi- 
hary to the establishment of an independ- 
ent form of government. Gen. Garcia came 
here to secure authority from the Presi- 
dent for taking proper steps through the 
medium of suffrage for the establishment 
of an independent form of government and 
thus prepare the way for complete political 
control of the island. 

The President believes the time has come 
to give the Cubans a trial at self-govern- 
ment and he wants Mr. Root to take hold 
of this matter and formulate plans where- 
by the Cubans will have an opportunity 
to establish some kind of government which 
this country can recognize. It is 
this class of work, involving a 
knowledge of constitutional and _  interna- 
tional laws, which influenced the President 
in the determination to have a lawyer in- 
stead of a soldier at the head of the de- 
partment. 

Eventually, it ‘s the President's expecta- 
tion that this will be a new department of 
the government, to have direct contro] of 
all the affairs pertaining to the colonies. 
Mr. Root will be expected to do the work 
of a colonial secretary rather than a war 
secretary, pending the establishment by 
Cengress of the proposed new department. 
Probably in the future he may be trans- 
ferred to the control of the new depart 
ment, if it is authorized. 
Mr. Root, of course, will have much to 
do with the Filipino war, but the President 
will naturally depend more upon his ad- 
vice for substituting a civil for a military 
government in the Philippines when the 
time comes for such action than he will 
upon his assistance in connection with the 
military campaign. 


SENTIMENT IN THE SOUTH. 


Hoke Smith Says It Is Opposed to the 
Policy of Imperialism. 
WASHINGTON, July %.—Ex-Secretary 
of the Interior, Hoke Smith, was inter- 


viewed on the subject of campaign in the 
Philippines, and said: 

““Nine-tenths of the people in our section 
are opposed to continuing the war. The 
sentiment all over the South, I believe, is 
overwhelmingly against trying to retain 
the islands. The Filipinos are fighting for 
liberty in the same way that we did a 
hundred years ago, and the American peo- 
ple are already sick and tired of the 
slaughter going on. 

“I am not in favor or having our troops 
leave the islands with an armed force 
lined up against them, but-that would not 
be necessary. If we would avow our in- 
tention of leaving the islands to the natives 
and abandoning our attempt at sovereignty 
the fight-ng would stop at once. Then after 
we had assisted in establishing a govern- 
ment, if the natives so wished, our troops 
could properly be withdrawn. If the next 
Presidential campaign were to be waged 


solely on the issue of continuing the war, 
the opposing candidates would carry the 
country.”’ 

It was suggested that the dnsurrection 
might be put down in the meantime. The 
word “insurrection” seemed to displease 
Mr. Smith, who replied: ‘There is not any 
insurrection. There is simp.y an invading 
army irying tc conquer a spirited people. 


and it will be impossible, as I believe and 
hope, to put them down, We will no sooner 
think we have done it than there will be 
another outbreak. President McKinley en- 
tirely misunderstood the sentiment of our 
people when he visited the South. He 
made a sprech itn Atlanta before a great 
throng, in which he asked the citizens if 
they wantéd to see our soldiers turn their 
backs on the American flags in the East, 
and they answered no, What elise cou'd 
they savy when the question was put in 
that wav? We can leave the Philippines 
without leaving the flag or running from 
an enemy. am opposed to spreading 
philanthropy with a Gatling gun. 


ROOSEVELT MAY TAKE ACTION. 


If the Ten-Hour Law Is Violated He 
Wants to Know It. 

NEW YORK, July 4.—Gov. Roosevelt, it 
is eaid, is taking personal cognizance of 
the complaints that have been made by 
streetcar employes about the alleged whole- 
sale violation of the 10-hour law by the 
Rrooklyn Rapid Transit Co, and the Metro- 
politan Street Railway. Both companies, 
when their employes complained, and mem- 
bers of the State Board of Arbitration of- 
fered their services, declared that there 
was« nothing to arbitrate. The result was 
that there were two strikes, considerabie 
disorder and talk of calling out the National 
Guard, ° 

The Governor, it is said, is of the im- 
pression that there is something to arbi- 
trate if the companies are violating the 
10-hour law. If the law ia being violated 
he desires that this fact be known, and as 
soon as the additiona’ deputy factory in- 
spectors take office they will look after the 
companies.

FEELING IN LONDON. | 


RATES ARE WOBBLING. 


Paris, Berlin ard Other Frankfort 
Banks Are Overloaded and 
Lethargic. 


LONDON, July 2.—The cloud has lifted 
fram the money market as swiftly as it 
fell. On Wednesday an easier tendency 
first began to display itself, and dealers 
with credit began to think that the bank 
rate need not necessarily be changed. No 
change was made ,and ‘the weekly bank 
statement indicated that the absorption of 
gold and notes into circulation had paused, 
if not come to an end. ‘More important 
«till. the figures proved the stringency to 
be artificial and the product of the bank’s 
own action. To make money scarce in 
the open market it has borrowed more than 
it lent; either ‘that, or it sold stocks for 
cash. Inetantly the market felt at ease 
with itself again, and rate-cutting Was 
suspended. 5 

Barly in the week the bill brokers stood 
out against the market and refused to buy 
bills under 3% per cent. On Thursday they 
did a smail business at 3% per cent, no i 
casionally less, and yesterday the ra 
was about 3% per cent and threatens to go 
below 3 per cent this week. At the same 
time money has fallen to 2 and 2% per cent, 
These wobdblings are unpleasant and ev- 
erybody is inquiring why the bank was 
seized with euch alarm-producing energy. 
The explanation is simple enough. Had 
the bank not acted as it had done, gold 
would thave been exported and we should 
have seen a 5 per cent rate established be- 
fore we could get it back again. By cor- 
nering the market at once the bank forced 
rates up, turned exchanges in our favor 
and drew gold from the cont'nent. So po- 
tent ‘has been its influence that the Bank 
ef Amsterdam has been obtiged by swift 
successive steps to raise its rate from 2% 
to 4% per cent in order to protect Its bu.- 
lion. Trouble has been probably oniy pcst- 
poned because the situation on the conti- 
nent is sti precarious, but domestically 
all seems trim and stable. : 

A secondary cause of the bank’s action is 
to be found in the evil reports which have

YACHTS AS WARSHIPS. 


Four Vessels to Do Service in Central 
American Waters. 
WASHINGTON, July 34.—That they may 
be more effective for the service intended, 
the Navy Department proposes to arm the 
four yachts which are-to do service in Cen- 


tral American waters In case of an emer- 
gency with formMabie batteries,

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RESULT OF PEACE CONFERENCE 


Pcwers Are Pledged to Exhaust Every 
Resource for Peacs Before Resort- ~ 
ing to Arms.

LONDON, July 2%.—The London papers 
publish the following summary of the plan 
for mediation and arbitration as it at pres- 
ent stands at the Peace Conference and as 
it is thought certain to be finally adopted 
next week : 


Article 1. In view of averting as much as 
poesible a resort to arms the signatory powers 
agree to use all their efforts to insure a peaceful 
solution in international differences. 

. The signatory Powers decide that in cases 
of grave disagreement or conflict they will, as far 
as circumstances rmit, before taking arms, ap- 
ply to the good ices or mediation of one or sev- 
eral friendly Powers. 

Independently of this, the Powers deem it 
aseful that one or several disinterested Powers 
shail, as far as circumstances permit, spontane- 
ously offer their good offices or mediation, either 
before or during hostilities, and that such ipter- 
ference shall not be considered unfriendly by the 
quarreling parties. 

‘Articles 4 and 5 are mere developments of the 
preceding ones. 

Articles 6 and 7 provide that the good offices or 
mediation of a third Power shall exclusively have 
the bearing of good counsel, without compulsory 
force, and unless agreed upon specially shall not 
cause the suspension of war preparations or tle 
interruption of the wer. 

Article 8. The signatory Powers agree to ntecom- 
mend the following speciabh form of medintion: 
That quarreling States should respectively ¢hoose 
two mediating Powers in view of preventing a 
rupture of friendly relations during the mediation, 
which is not to exceed 30 days. Quarreling Mowers 
shall have no direct intercourse between ithem- 
seives on the subject of the quarrel, which will 
be left entirely to the consideration of the me- 
diatory. . 

Articles 9, 10, 11, 12 and 18 provide that In 
international differences caused by difference of 
views as to facts which may be made the phject 
of local inquiry and do not involve the hoor or 
vital interests of the Powers concerned, the lat- 
ter should have recourse to the institution of in- 
ternational committees of inquiry to impartially 
decide on the matters of fact. The Powers con- 
cerned will afford such committees all necessary 
fecilities for their enlightenment. The commit- 
tee’s report will not have charter of an arbitra- 
tion award, but will leave the Powers concerned 
at liberty to act as they feel best. 

Article 14 is about the principle of interna- 
tional arbitration. 

Article 15. In all questions of judicial bearing, 
especially as regards the meaning or applidation 
of international treaties, arbitration is ackhow]l- 
edged to be the most efficient and most equitable 
mode of settling differences. 

Articles 16 and 17. The arbitration convention 
implies the agreement to submit in good faith to 
the arbitration award. 

Article 18. Independently of general or special 
arbitration treaties, the signatory powers reserve 
for themselves the right to conclude either before 
or after the ratification of Peace Conference (acts, 
new and general or special agreements with a view 
of extending compulsory arbitration to all tases 
they may deem fit. 

Articles 19 and 
ize a permanent 
at all times. 

Article 21. Such a court will be competent for all 
arbitration cases, unless there exists an agreement 
between the parties fur the establishment of spe- 
cial jurisdiction. 

Article 22. An international bureau will be es- 
tablished at The Hague under the direction of a 
permanent general secretary. This bureau will be 
the guardian of the arbitration court and! the 
archives. The signatory powers will provide it 
with a certified copy of all arbitration agreements 
concluded between themselves, and of all arbi- 
tration sentences pronourced by special jurisdic- 
tion. and all documents appertaining thereto. 

Article 23. Within tbree months after the ratli- 
fication of the Peace Conference acts each Power 
shall a gh four persons highly versed in in- 
ternational law and of high moral standing to act 
as arbitrators. They will form a court, and their 
full transactions will be communicated by the 
bureau to all the. Powers. One or several Powers 
may agree to choose in common one or several 
judges. The same person may represent different 
Powers. The members of the court are to be nomi- 
nated for six years, and their term may be re- 
newed. They will enjoy all diplomatic privileges. 

Article 24. Signatory Powers desiring to apply 
to the Arbitration Court for settlement of their 
differences shal] choose from the general list: the

Articles 25 and 26. The Arbitration Court will 
habitually eit at The Hague, and the seat can enly 
be altered in case of absolute necessity and by 
agreement of the parties. Nonsignatory Powers 
en may have recourse, to the Arbitration 
Sourt. 

Article 27. The signatory Powers consider it their 
duty. whenever an acute conflict threatening to 
peace occurs between any of them, to recall to 
— latter that the Arbitration Court is open to 
thein. 

Article 28. A permanent administrative council, 
consisting .of the diplomatic representatives of 
the Powers accredited at The Hague and of the 
Dutch Foreign . Secretary as Chairman, will be 
considered immediately after the ratification of 
the Peace Conference acts and will organize an 
international bureau which wil] remain under its 
direction and control. The said couneil shall each 
year supply the signatory Powers with a report of 
the Arbitration Court's labor. 

Articles 29 to 54 concern arbitration, the pro- 
ceedings of which will be conducted secretly. The 
sentence only is to be delivered publicly, and the 
court itself will decide in what language the pro- 
ceedings shall be conducted, it being enacted that 
each contending party will plead before the court 
as ordinary lawyers do in ordinary judicial cases. 

In conversation with an eminent diplomatist this 
morning I was told that the Russian delegates are 
eminently satistied with the determined and strong 
support the American delegation has given to the 
Conference, Which has triumphed, thanks to the 
United States and France. On the other band 
the Russians are painfully impressed by the Amer- 
ican opposition to disarmament, and to any strong 
measures against the employment of cruel imple- 
ments of war. This Is attributed by the Russians 
not to any bellicose feelings in the United States, 
but to the American desire of exerting its won- 
derful inventiveness in new ingenious mechanical 
inventions as applied to war. as well as to peace. 


CANADIAN NORTHERN RAILWAY. 
Result of the Amalgamation of Several 
Dominion Lines. 

OTTAWA, Ont., July 244.—The Canadian 
Northern Railway Co. is the result of the 
amalgamation of the Winnipeg Great 


Northern railway and Lake Manitoba Rail- 
way & Canal Co. The authorized capital is 
$16,000,000, divided into 160,000 shares of $100 
each. The head office is to be at Toronto, 
and the directors are Frederick Nicholls, 
James Gunn, John M. Smith, Archibald Sin- 
clair and Harcourt Vernon, all of the city 
of Toronto. The railway company is em- 
powered to issue bonds not to exceed $20,Q00 
a mile, but it is prohibited from amalga- 
mating with the Canadian Pacific Railway 
or any of its branches, or with any branch 
line leased by the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way or under its control. 

The company is to have five years to 
complete its line south of the Saskatche- 
wan River and seven years to complete the 
line north of the Saskatchewan, and it is 
authorized to construct branch lines, begin- 
ning at Red Deer Lake, and to run lines 
from that branch to Prince Albert, to Ed- 
monton, to Peace River, and from Red 
Deer Lake to Lake Winnipegosis. 

The Hudson's Bay and Yukon Rallway & 
Navigation Co. is authorized to change its 
name to the Hudson's Bay & Northwest 
Raflway Co. 

The Klondike Mines Railway Co. has for 
its incorporators Thomas O'Brien of Daw- 
son City, James Arthur Seybold of Ottawa, 
William D. Ross of New Glasgow, N. & 
and Liewellyn N. Bate and Harold B. M 
Govern of Ottawa. The capital of the co 
pany is to be $1,000,000, and the head offic 
of the company is to be in Ottawa. T 
company is empowered to construct a sing

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CARNEGIE’S WISDOM. 


Mr. Andrew Curnegie’s letter to the Sunday Post-Dispatch is 
a comprehensive summing up of the situation in the Philip- 
pines, and a convincing forecast of the future. 

In one pregnant sentence the whole case is contained. “No 
40,000 or 50,000 inen are likely to effectually establish our con- 
trol there by next June, for not the dispersing of the opposing 
army, but the cordial acceptance of our rule by the people 
must be obtained. Without this, victory is only defeat.” 

It could not be more plainly expressed. Victories which 
leave the people disaffected and rebellious in spirit are simply 
no victories at all. War will be chronic as long as the Fili- 
pinos aspire to independence. 

“There is no solution,” says Mr. Carnegie, “except that 
which makes the people friendly to us, and this can only be 
obtained by a promise of independence such as was given to 
Cuba.” 

This is the only solution because it is the only proposal 
founded upon honor, good faith and justice. The Philippine 
question will remain unsettled until it is settled right. 
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“Why not add to the use of gold coin?” asks United States 
Treayuyer Roberts. Because the American people have be- 
com¢ accustomed to paper and like it. Paper money secured 
by coin is light and convenient and there is no loss from 
wear, as is the case with gold. California and Europe may 
use coin, but most of the United States will not, except in 
a subsidiary fcrm.

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MAKE THE EXPOSITION A SUCCESS, 
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The success of the Louislana Exposition 
in 1908 at St. Louis depends langely upon 
the votes of the State of Missouri. Joint 
and concurrent resolutions Nos. 21 and 22, 
passed by the 40th General Assembly, pro- 
vide for the submitting of two constitu- 
tional amendments to the people that will 
make six million dollars available to the 
promoters of this mammoth enterprise to 
celebrate probably the greatest event of 
the century. That the marvelous growth 
of the country is due to the foresight of 
Jefferson in negotiating for the Lousiana 
purchase none can gainsay. Napoleon nev- 
er ceased to regret the relinquishment of 
this vast and rich domain, and predicted 
with prophetic vision the wonderful attain- 
ments of the new country that acquired it 
for a song. 

Amendment No. 2l-authorizes the corpor- 


ate authorities of the city of St. Louis to 
issue interest-bearing bonds to the amount 
of $5,000,000, the indeptedness created not to 
be any part of the State’s indebtedness, 
but that of the city of St. Louls alone. 
Amendment No. 22 provides that the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall have the power to ap- 
propriate from the funds in the State sink- 
ing fund an amount not exceeding one 
milion dollars for the exhibition of the re- 
sources, products and industries of the 
State in the centennial celebration in 190. 

Missouri is the central figure in the mag- 


nificent group of States that the Louisiana 
‘purchase gave to the Union, It is not only 
‘the imperial State in name, but in reality. 
|Her resources and possfbilities far surpass 
‘those of any of the commonweauths that 
unfold themselves westward toward the 
'Rockies or He within’ the rich 
‘ley that the Father of Waters tra- 
verses. It is therefore incumbent on 
Missouri more than upon any other 
State to see that the Louisiana ‘Exposition 
fittingly commemorates an incident that 
gave this great State to the country. The 
voters of Missouri are now called upon to 
vote the appropriation of $1,000,000. This is 
the extent of the obligation that Missouri 
will assume. he $6,000,000 in bonds which 
the city of St. Louis is authorized to issue 
is a ‘burden upon that city alone, though 
the voters of the State are called upon to 
give their sanction even to this. 

The appropriation of $1,000,000 is a small 
donation considering the wealth of Missouri, 
Strange as it may seem, the wonderful pos- 
sibilities of Missouri are just beginning to 
be known to the world. An exposition such 
as it is proposed to have at St. Louis will 
advertise and exhibit what ‘Missouri has 
within her bounds that other States have 
not. The expense of the million dollars to 
show the unbounded resources, the match- 
less products, and the wonderful industries 
that are in Missouri will be small compared 
with the results that will follow. 

All of these things should be considered 
before the day of . the election. When 
weighed rightly a vote for Missouri's ad- 
vancement can not fail to follow.—From 
the State Tribue, Jefferson City.

| Most of the Grounds of the Proposed 
Organization Now in Shape and 
Ready for Occupancy. 


John T. Brush has started his official 
scorer at Cincinnati out after the scalps 
of the organizers of the new baseball 
league. 

In an interview the official scorer quotes 
Mr. Brush as saying: 

“The new league cannot succeed. 

“It will have to rent baseball grounds 
for 10 or ® years in each city, and build 
stands worth from $50,000 to $100,000. 

It would, according to Brush, take 82.- 
000,000 to put the new league on a first-class 
footing. 

“That sort of talk will go,’ said George 
Schaefer, one of the organizers of the new 
club in St. Louis, ‘‘with people not up in 
baseball. 

“We have a 10-year lease of our grounds 
here at $1800 a year. As to the stands. By 
expending $10,000 on our present grounds 
and adding to our present stands we will 
have grounds that will compare with any 
in the league, and much handsomer than 
the stands here. 

“But in most of our cities the clubs al- 
ready have their own baseball grounds, 
while in others of them there are now 
grounds lying idle which can be had for the 
simple asking. 

‘So, Mr. Brush’s tub won’t hold water a 
little bit, and his bluff will have as much 
effect on the buliding up of our organiza- 
‘tion as the wind biowing over the Indian 
Territory.”

CRACKED THE NYMPHS, 


CHICAGO LAKE FRONT FOUNTAIN 
FIGURES MUTILATED. 


HEADS AND HANDS BROKEN OFF 


Hcles From Half an Inch to One Inch 
in Diameter Pitted Into the 
Art Works. ) 


CHICAGO, July 22.—Some one with an 
unnatural desire to destroy the beautiful 
has wrecked the fountain presented to the 
city by Lorado Taft and the pupils of the 


Art Institute. The fountain is located just 
south of tne institute on the Lake Front, 
away from the police patrols, so the per- 
son had all the opportunity he wanted dur- 
ing the night and early morning to carry 
out his designs on the figures of the 
nymphs. No one has escaped mutilation. 
In most cases the hands and feet of the 
figures have been shattered, while on the 
others the insane attacks appear to have 
been carried further. Arms and bosoms 
have been cracked and broken with some 
heavy weapon, and the center figures have 
suffered from the throat down. LEither a 
sharp-pointed cane or a hammer has been 
used to pit the figures with holes from half 
an inch to one inch in diameter and half 
an inch deep. The whole group is practical- 
ly ruined. 

The fountain was unveiled June 17, after 
Mr. Taft and his pupils had put in many 
months of hard labor upon it. 

“We had planned a surpr:se,"’ gaid Mr. 
Taft, ‘‘and thought it would be appreciated, 
The figures were made of staff, but some 
time I had hoped that they would be repro- 

. in bronze. 
at the Versailles garden in Paris one 
may see among the trees inanimate nymphs 
and naiads, and the effect is natural and 
pleasing. I will admit that it would be very 
naive for girls to bathe thus on the Lake 
Front, but our surreundings are the best 
that could be provided under the circum- 
stances. 

‘The idea embodied here came to m@&jaaet 
summer at Bass Lake, but was undoubtedly 
suggested by recollections of these — 
sculptures. Why the figures should 
wrecked I do not understand. 

The police knew nothing about the mutiia- 
tions tintil one of the young women students 
who worked upon it went to them arg com- 
plained, in consequence word Was sent 
out that the perpetrators should be located 
and punished. 

In conection with the outrages, a quecd 
story was told by Michael Tyner and Aus- 
tin Niles, employes of the Illinois Central 
Railroad, who said that early one morning 
they noticed an aged man, poorly dressea, 
striking at one of the figures with a heavy 
stick and laughing. 

When they approached he fled north along 
Michigan avenue. 

“Me was a queer-looking old chap,” said 
Tyner yesterday, “and appeared to have 
some grudge against the statues. He wore 
spectacies, had gray hair, rather long, and 
a gray mustache, and looked more like a 
German than an American or an English- 
man. He wore an old. dirty hat and a 
long black coat and lighter trousers that 
had seen better days. He was talking to 
himself, and when we went toward him he 
saw us, and almost ran north on Michi- 
gan avenue, When we looked at the statue 
we found that its hands had been 
smashed.”

The negro fought vigorously for his free- 
dom. He struck his captor on the nose, 
making the blood flow freely, then he hit 
him in the mouth, knocking out two teeth, 
Mr. Hirschberg’s hands were busy holding 
on, 
and yell. 

‘Edward Mack and M. FE. Strauss of 60 
and 5383 North Broadway, respectively, heard 
the cries for help, rushed to the rscue and 
soon had the thief on- his back with his arms 
pinioned,. Then they sent for a policeman. 

The first bluecoat to arrive was stupid, 
He sided with the negro; wanted witnesses 
not considering Mr. ‘Hirshberg’s hataeceal 
face and bloody clothes sufficient evidence 
and argued the question while the three 
men sat on the kicking, fighting, swearing 
negro. A sharp speech from Mr. Hirsch- 
berg finally convinced the officer that there 
might be cause for action and he called a 
patrol wagon, in which the captive was 
sent to the Four Courts. Mr. Heirschberg’s 
injuries were dressed at the City Dispen- 
sary. 

At the station, the negro told Capt. Rey- 
noids that his name was Charles “Williams 
and that he came here only a few days ago 
from Chicago. He declared he was standin 
on a corner when Mr. Heirschberg attacke 
him and began to abuse him and that he 
merely fought back. 

Mr. Hirschberg swore warrant 
against the negro Monday. "Ste te still suf- 
fering from injuries received in the fight.

PUBLICATION BY THE POST-DIS- 
- PATCH CAUSES GENERAL 
EXPLANATIONS. 


No Doubt But What Miss Mason Was 
Killed as Was Plossom New- 
comb—Report Made by 
Detectives. 


Facts concerning the death of Daisy Ma- 
eon, under suspicious circumstances, were 
suppressed by Coroner Lloyd six days. 
There is no knowing how much longer 
these facts would have been concealed had 
ft not been for the Post-Dispatch. As a re- 
guilt of the exclusive article concerning this 
gtrange case in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch 
@n inquiry into the cause of the young wo- 
man’s death will be made by a Coroner’s 


jury. 

Coroner Lloyd announced Monday that in 
a few days he would hold an inquest, and 
would make public all the evidence that he 
and the detectives who have been working 
on the case had gathered. 

As was told in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, 
Miss Mason died at the Woman's Hospital, 
Sixteenth and Pine streets, July 17, and the 
Coroner and police were informed by De. J. 


G. Parrish that suspicious circumstances 
attended her aeet.

Gttes Mason was & years old and excep- 
tionally attractive. Her parents live in Min- 
eral Point, a sma!! town on the Iron Moun- 
*hin Railroad in Southern Missouri, but she 
Had resided in St. Louis several years, be- 
ing employed at Steinberg’s hat store on 
Worth Broadway. 

She roomed at Mrs. Ada Cott’s house, at 
2704 Pine stréet, and was regarded as a 
quiet young woman, who observed all the 
proprieties. She had many admirers among 
the men, but it is said she never showed 
@ preference for any of them. 

Mrs. Cott says Miss Mason bade her good- 
by two weeks ago, saying she had decided 
to take a two weeks’ vacation and visit her 
mother. She left ostensibly for Union Sta- 
tion and Mrs. Cott says the next news of 
her she had was that she was dead. Mrs. 
Cott says he was not informed of Miss 
Mason's illness, although she was her best 
friend. She says the news of the young 
woman’s death was conveyed to her by an 
officer, who questioned her closely about 
Miss Mason's conduct.

HE LOOKS LIKE THE BRADYS. 


Visited St. Louis 40 Years Ago and 
Crossed the Mississippi River 
on the Ice. 


There is an old-time minstrel man at 
the Suburban Garden this week who, with 
his make-up off, looks enough like the 
Bradys to pass for an incarnation of the 
composite spirit of ‘Hew’ and John 
Thomas—enough like them to fill an ap- 
pointive office in St. Louis or hold a resi- 
dence in opposition to the will of the land- 
lord and against the peace and dignity of 
the State. 

He is Hughey Dougehtery. He has been 
a black-face comedian for nearly 50 years. 
He lives in the present. associates only with 
young men and has the eye of a lynx for 
a humorous condition. 

Mr. Dougherty’s physical resemblance to 
John ‘Thomas Brady is striking. He has the 
same statesman-like bow, the same shrewd 
gray eyes, the same generous and somewhat 
corpulent nose, the same flexible, expressive 
mouth, the same strong chin and jaw and 
the same sturdy neck. He hasn’t as many 
scars on his head as the redoubtable John 
Thomas carries and he lacks something 
of the diabelerie of St. Louis’ Monsieur Sans 
Gene, but it is a remarkable likeness. : 

The matter of Mr. Dougherty’s age is in 
dispute. Old-timers claim that he is about 
65 years old and it is claimed that he con- 
fessed to 62 in 1897. That must be a mls- 
take, however, for he said to the Post-Dis- 
patch: 

“TI ain't like some stage folks; I’m proud 
to be as old as I am and feel as voung. 
I was born on Independence Day, 1844, In 
Philadelphia, and I guess that’s what 
started the religious riots—both sides hoped 
to make a convert of me. 

‘I date my fall from the time I went to 
work as a printer’s devil fer Evans on 
Fourth and Library street. I was a great 
jig dancer and I practiced so much at I 
neglected my work and the printers spent 
so much time watching me that they didn’t 
set any type, so the boss had to fire me or 
close the shop. I got my first professional 
engagement with Sanford at Sanford's Op- 
era House in 1850. They used to call me 
‘Young America.’ After that I ascended 
the ladder of fame promiscuously, so to 
speak. I became an end man in Sanford's 
company. 

“I came with him to St. Louis in 1859. 
The river was frozen over and the day 
we arrived at the end of the railroad line 
on the other side the people were having 
a big ox roast on the ice. We chipped in 
and helped eat the ox just to show that we 
were neighborly. We had our baggage 
carted across the ‘river on the ice. 

“After leaving Sanford I was with Carn- 
cross. Then I was with Sharpley during 
the war. You don’t remember Sharpley, 
do you? I thought not. That’s why I al- 
Ways like to talk to young men, They 
can’t remember as far back as I can and 
they can’t remind me of it if I happen to 
let my faney outrun my Memory. 

“Seriously, I don’t find either fun or ben- 
efit in talking with old fellows. They al- 
Ways Want to discuss the old days. One of 
them will say: ‘Don’t you recollect way 
back yonder in the ‘60s, that so and so 
happened?” Now a young fellow will tell 
you something that happened yesterday or 
may'be to-day. Then these old skates want 
to talk about unpleasant things. The don't 
recall the big hit you made in Oshkosh in 
the spring of ‘61, but they’re dead sure to 
bring up the time you got drunk and had to 
be carried to your hotel in Kankakee, the 
vear of the biz blizzard. 

‘No, sir, give me the young man every 
time! 

‘The latter-day nigger minstrels don't 
compare with the old timers. They haven't 
the spontaneity. They must stick to their 
lines and if the middleman doesn’t give 
them their cue they go to pieces. Why in 
the old days no man Knew what another 
was going to say or do. It was an im- 
promptu ‘battle of wits. 

‘Some of the performers were illiterate 
and were apt to be coarse at times and had 
io be watched, but they were wittier than 
the boys of this generation.

Another went out with 
a mixed show and lost money. That tells 
what the neople want.
